Dear Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated August 27, 2003, in which the 
Examiner applied a restriction requirement to elect a single species of emulsifiers or 
mixture of emulsifiers in Claims 1-45. Applicants elect to prosecute a poly(ethoxylated 
and/or propoxylated) alcohol with traverse. 

The Examiner is requested to note that MPEP 809.02 provides that 
"when a generic claim is subsequently held to be allowable . . . and all claims are 
embraced by an allowable generic claim . . .Applicant should be advised of the 
allowable generic claim and that the claims to the non-elected species are no longer 
withdrawn since they are fully embraced by the allowed generic claim." Thus, the 
election to a single species of emulsifiers is with traverse to the extent that it is 
understood that (a) the requirement will be withdrawn upon the finding of an allowable 



genus; and (b) any species withdrawn from consideration will be transferred to the 
elected subject matter unless it is found patentably distinct from the elected or allowed 
claims.
